were valued at $80,000. 
Throughout the fram ew ork of the 
interior was of wood, dried like tinder 
from a half c en tu ry’s seasoning and 
it burned w ith great rapidity. 
W ith­ 
in a quarter of an hour from the tim e 
the fire was discovered in the elevator 
shaft, practically the entire building 
was wrapped in flames. 
The whole interior became a ro ar­ 
ing furnace and from basem ent to roof 
all was blazing at once. 
In rapid suc­ 
cession the floors fell to the basem ent, 
carrying th eir toll of dead. 
O ther o c c u p a n t of the hotel block 
place their losses at $35,000.

Instructions came with 
the order to move to have the trunks 
carefully w atched, as they contained 
thousands of dollars’ worth of fine 
jewelry.

As the 
officers have heard nothing of the 
missing jewelry, it Is highly probable 
the owner or owners perished In the 
flames.

Stronger or more rational alliance ot 
, nations could be made nor one which 
could exert a stronger and more con 
tlnuous influence for the orderly yet 
steady progress of civilization 
Professor Burgess devoted the re 
inaindcr of his talk to a discussion o' 
internal questions of American poll 
tics. 


Forest Destruction. 
When the cutting up of the public 
domain began a century ago the lands 
so cut as well as large parts of the 
original 
states 
contained 
the 
most 
abundant forests then standing in the 
temperate zone. 
To Illustrate what 
their destruction has been and how 
needless it is only necessary to con 
slder the pine forests about the great 
lakes, says J I, Mathews in the Atlan­ 
tic Monthly for May. There were In 
that region sixty years ago upward of 
850,000,000,000 hoard feet of white pine 
lumber, standing In almost continuous 
forests over northern Michigan, north­ 
ern Wisconsin and a good half of Min­ 
nesota 
The cutting of this timber be­ 
gan In a small way. a few million feet 
a year. Gradually this Increased until 
It reached two. three and even four 
billion and then swept upward with a 
rush to aggregate nearly 8,000,000.000 
In n year 
Then as the forests gave 
out It dropped until today It is less 
than 3.000.000,000 feet a year, at which 
rate the end is fast approaching.

There w’ere In 
that region sixty years ago upward of 
850,000.000,000 hoard feet of white pine 
lumber, standing in almost continuous 
forests over northern Michigan, north­ 
ern Wisconsin and a good half of Min­ 
nesota. The cutting of this timber be­ 
gan in a small w’ay. a few million feet 
a year. Gradually this increased until 
It reached two. three and eveu four 
billion and then swept upward with a 
rush to aggregate nearly 8,000,000.000
